The 
breath  of  life  departed  from  Pope  Pius  XII  and  he  became 
what  men  call  dead.  At  that  instant  he  learned:  (1)  that  he 
was  never  the  vicar  of  Christ;  (2)  that  there  is  no  sueh 
place  as  Purgatory;  (3)  that  Mary  never  heard  any  of  his! 
prayers;  (4)  that  salvation  is  not  a  system  of  restoration 
by  sacraments — that  baptismal  water  never  removes  orig¬ 
inal  sin  and  that  the  bloodless  eucharist  never  provides^ the 
ground  for  removal  of  other  sins. 

“Can  such  a  man  be  in  Heaven?  We  may  thank  God 
that  we  do  not  have  to  answer  that  question.
